Economical Use of Skimmed Milk on 
tho Farm. 
It is quite important, where dairying is 
a leading industry on the farm, to make 
the most of it possible, and especially ata;

after the cream has been removed. What- 
ever can be gotten out of this will be near 
ly clear gain, as it ie a perishable product 
and if not soon disposed of will become , 
nearly or quite a total loss. ; 

With proper care it can be made to re- 
turn from tea te twenty-five cente por 
hundred pounds on the average farm, away 
from any special markets for ite sale. 

How shali it be done, is the question. 
There are several ways. 

Now and then a farmer has found a 
profit in feeding it directly back to the) 
cows while yet sweet. Milk from cold | 
setting can also be successfully fed in the | 
same way, only it would need to be warm: 
ed. It will keep sweet louger than that 
fromtheeeparator. It would probably not 
be best to feed milk to cows after becoming 
sour of thick, as the effecteon the future 
products of milk and butter might be un- 
favorable. 

Another and important use to which 
ekimmed milk can be put ie in, feeding to 

aivee,. As a rule, farmers should raise | 
enough heifers to keep their dairies in good 
supply, as it will be much better than 
purchasing cows for this purpose. After 
the first week or two skimmed milk can be | 
made to form the principal part of their) 
diet. A smali amount of wheat middling | 
or linseed oil added will be a help, and as 
the animale get old enouvh they snouid be | 


furnished w:th what nice, early cut hay | 
they will eat.

months old, they will get a fine start and |

There ie one point that should be Strongly 
emphasized at this time and that ig 


thoroughness in every detail of farm work. 
A lack of thoroughness in preparing the 
oil, in cultivating the cropa or in harves:. 
ing will affect the growth and yield of the 
crops very materialiy. ; 
With nearly all the crops the next two 
months work will practically determine 
the growth and yield. Inthe cultivation i, 


is often the last oe or two workings that 
pays the best profit; with thie as with 
much other farm work no set rules can be 
followed every year and the best results 
follow. The season and the condition of 
the soil as well as the growth of the plante 
must be considered in determining how the 
cu.tivation should begin and how many 
times it should be repeated in order to be 
thorough. But thorough cultivation ie one 
of the essentiais necessary to the securing 
of agood crop. ; 

So faras possible the work should be 
planned ahead so that everything can be 
done in good season. A few days’ de ay 
in cultivating a crop when /jt neeis to oa 
done, or to harvest the cropa at the rigs - 
stage will affect the yield and the quale 
of the crops. Itis fuily aa important to 
harvest the crops in a good condition aa it 
ig to grow them well.

Dairying is the leading induetry and 
along with this, or resulting from it, the 
keeping of swine is made a specialty. 
Breeding and feoting firat-class pige for 
the market ie carried on upon a_ large 
scale, This man finds that the largest 
profit can be obtained from the skimmed 
miik when fed to the pigs in connection 
with grain—wheat middlings mostly. If 
he has miik enough for ten pigs, then 
would keep fifteen or more and make up 
with the grain. This he says makes a 
better ration than the milk alcne. In 
this way he grows and fattens fine pigs 
and calculates he gets about twenty-five 
cents per 100 pounds for the skimmed 
milk. With the keeping of so many swine 
a large amount of manure is made to which 
the farm is responding in greatly increased 
products, 

The average flock ef poultry kept on the 
farm will make @ good use of quite au 
amount of ekimmed milk, returning 4 
profit fully as great ae when fed to caives 
or pigs. So from all the ways mentioned 


for the disposition of skim milk on the; 


farm, it may be safely concluded that 
littie need go to waste, and that where 
properly managed it can be turned to good 
aceount, helping Ly so much, although in- 
directly, to increase the receipta from the 
dairy and so make thie industry more 


self-sustaining and profitable. |

The ice-cream mixture consists of two 
parte—the cream itself and ite flavors, For 
ihe making of the cream, this being, it is 
underetood, the two-quart rule, take a pint 
of milk and put it into a double boiler, 
setting this on the stove and letting it 
stand there until it is thoroughly hot. 
Then pour in a pint of cream, stirring 
constantly, and adding half a pound of 
sugar. ‘Two tablespoonfule of arrowroot, 
mixed smooth with three tablespoonfuls of 
cold milk, if added here, will give more 
body to the compound. Draw to the edge 
of the stove and put in the whites of two 
eggs whipped exceedingly light. This gives 
additional lightneas.. Lift from the atove 
immediately, and put in a cool place. 
When it has become cool add flavoring and 
then place inthe can of the freezer, The 
sugar to be used isa matter of individual 
judgment. 

Round the can, in the pail of the freezer, 
shaved ice and salt should be packed. The 
housewife will tind a considerable advantage 
in purchasing an ice-shaving apparatus, 
which not only economizes time, but gets 
the ice in @ very much better condition 
than is possible in any other way. At the 
bottom of the pailaround the can about five 
inches of shaved ice should be placed, then 
a thin layer of ealt on top of this,tive inches 
more ice over thie ealt ; so proceeding until 
the top of the pailis reached.

It is estimated that the world’s produc- 
tion of gold for the calendar year 194 
approximated $7,518 fine ounces, of the 
value of $151,510,100, against $155,536,000 
or 1593, showing an increase during the 
year of $22,674,000. The greatest increases 
im the preduction of gold during the year 
were: Africa, $11,444,000; Australia, $6, 
073,000; United States,3,500,000; Mexico, 
$3,195,000. The world’s production of 
silver for 1894 at 165,915,335 fine ounces,of 
the coining value of $214,351,400,' The 
bullion value of the eame at the average 

ice (viz., 634 cents) of silver for 1594 was 

105,348,135, showing a difference between

DEATH OF MISTAWASIS, 


' A NOTED NORTH-W EST INDIAN 
CHIEF PASSES AWAY. 


Some Reminiscences of the 
Old Brave'’s Career—He was 


One of the Chiefs who Made | 


a Visit to Ottawa After the 
Rebellion of 1885. 


A few days ago were published 
notices of the death of ‘ Mistawasis,” 
one of the leading Indian chiefs in the 
North-West. Mr. McGirr, of the In- 
dian Department, Ottawa, gives the

The deata of Chiet Mistawasis of 
Snake Plain removes from the plains 
one of the best old) Indian chiefs in 
the country.

Lieutenant Peary, whose chief purpose 
was to complete the exploration of the 
north Greenland coast line from the point 
reached by Lockwood and Brainerd to 
Cape Biamnarck on the east coast, aleo in- 
tended to make a dash for the pole in 
sledges, if the condition of the ice permit: 
ted. Mr. Jackson proposed-to winter in 
Franz Josefland, and then push on to 
Pevermann’s Land, the farthest north on 
the Asiaticaide, in the hope that it may be 
found to extend northward toward the 
pole, and so permit of near approach tothe 
earth’s axis by land, The last heard. of 
Dr. Nansen was the departure of his ship 
from Cape Chelyuskin, the northern 
point of Aeia, for the scene of the 
Jeannette’s wreck, where he hoped 
to enter the currents which flow 
northward through the Polar sea from bee 
yond the New Siberian islands, and which 
he believes will carry him right across the 
pole into the clear water on the other side 
with the great geographical secret eolved 
forever. His expedition ia the most 
original, interesting and perhaps dangerous 
of them all, but as he has demonstrated 
hisability as an Arctic explorer, and has 
the faith which fs so often the guaranteo of 
success, there 18 good reason to hope tha 
he will issuo from it in safety.

COAL MINING UNDER THE SEA. 


Au Enterprise With Some Novel Features 
in New Seath Wales, 

It is proposed to carry into effect a pro” | 
ect which aims at bringing from far below 
the lowest depths of Sydney harbor, New 
South Wales,the coal which geviogiets had 
predicted would be found there, and which 
has actually been tested by diamond-drill 
borings. Travsport, in a recent issue, 
contains a very flattering account of the 
scheme now being floated on the London 
market, from which the following particu- 
lars are obtained : 

Important coal fields had been developed 
both north and south of Sydney—at New- 
castle and Bulli—but up to the present the 
intervening area has been left practivally 


untouched, although plainly shown on the 
(iévernment geological maps of forty years 
ago, The unquestionable advantages which 
would follow the opening of coal mines in 
he very heart of the capital of the colony 


have led to the formation of a company, 
and induce our contemporary to take a 
most sanguine view of the outiook. Syiney 
is an important shipping port, where the 
lines of many steamship companies cun- 
verge, ‘and the coal of the bed in question 
is in demand for the bunker use and export. 

The borings were made under the super- 
intendence of the Minera Department of 
New Scuth Wales, partly on account of 
geological interest and partly with the 
very practical ulterior view of raising 
revenue. - The seam was found within 
30 feet of the depth predicted by the 
geologists, ina bore hole 2,7:.0 feet deep. 
For 1,500 feet the borings passed through 
a compact sandstone claimed to be imper- 
meable to water. Theseam ie itself 10 feet 
3 inches thick, ot which 9 feet 1s clean 
coal free from sand. The shafts to besunk 
will be within 200 feet of deep water, so 
that the situation wiil be unique, the sav- 
ing on cost of transportation from the 
nearest mines now working being about 75 
cents to $l a ton. The parent company 
has secured a surface site of small extent, 
but nas concessions over 1,4(0) acres below 
ground (and water), and it 1s expected that 
several other collieries will be started, for 
which there is said to be room.

THE BAY. 
oui f 
Reantiful Bay of Quinte—Massaseaga Park 
1s a Mest Delighttul Resort—The 


Wonderful Lake on the Mountain—A 
Day Spent in Belleville, Then Back 
to Books and Figares. 

| Our party broke up at Kingston. It nad 
originally been our intention to spend a 
weea in Belleville, that rnuch-talazed-ot City 
of the Bay, and there was just enough 
German bicod in my veine to make it 
diticult for me to abandon, without a 
struggie, & cherished hope.
